T he tirst reports from W ashington 
that tlie investigation is the result of 
evidence collected by the departm ent 
of justice during m onths of effort on 
the part of the special agents were 
not borne out by developm ents follow­ 
ing the address of Ju d g e igandis to 
the grand Jury in which he gave the 
first inform ation that the new move 
involving the packing industry had 
been ordered by himself 
Judge Lan 
dis got a letter.

of the latest move to discover and 
prove the existence of a com bination 
in restrain t of trade.

NEW TEMPERANCE BILL WOULD 
PARALYZE WASHINGTONVILLE

Columbus, Jan. 26.—T here will ne a 
big fight over the bill of R epresenta­ 
tive D itm ars, of Holm es county, in tro ­ 
duced M onday evening, providing th at 
any brew ery, distiller, w holesale deal­ 
er or saloonist doing a m ail order 
business in a dry county shall pay 
the $1,000 Aiken law tax to the coun­ 
ty. 
If this business is done in m ore 
than one county, th e tax would have 
to be paid in ’each county. 
To do 
business ln ten counties would m ean 
under th is m easure th at a total of 
$10,000 wo Vd be paid. 
The object of 
tbe bill is to effectually stop the ta k ­ 
ing of liquor into any dry county and 
this object would probably be attain ed 
by th e enactm ent of the bill. 
It pro­ 


vides th a t all shipm ents of 
liquor 
shall be certified both to th e auditor 
of sta te and th e auditor of the county 
into which they are to be m ade, 
All 
shipm ents shall be labelled to show 
th eir contents. 
A fine of $1,000 is 
provided for failure to com ply w ith the 
law. 
T he Anti-Saloon league is back 
of th e bill. 
On account of its drastic 
nature, th ere will be strenuous oppo­ 
sition to th e bill. 
Oue wet measure w as dropped In 
It was th e W inter bill to perm it the 
sale of w ine In all stores in dry and 
wet counties. T his is not to bo deem ­ 
ed a violation of the local option laws.

high cost of living. 
He stated thu< 
the supply is entirely to small an com- 
pared to the consum ption, claim ing 
th a t the population has been luereas 
ing much faster than the production 
< ’old storage is a g re a t benefit to the 
m asses as it regulates the prices, alse 
enables us to have these articles in 
the w inter at a much lower price. The 
price of meat was lower now than a 
year ago and this signing of the "no 
m eat” pledge would only benefit the 
packers and was an Injustice to the 
retailer, causing higher prices to oh 
paid later for the increased storage 
as tie* packers would simply hold tin- 
goods in storage. 
T he solution of th e 
problem is higher wages. 
Mr. Eakiu 
stated th at he learned from good au ­ 
thority that tbe retail m erchants of 
E ast Liverpool had form ed a boycott 
on the farm ers of th a t vicinity, relum­ 
ing to buy anything of them for 90 
days. 
Mr. 
Eakin 
h ere 
surrendered 
th r 
floor to II 
A. T olerton, who claim ed 
th at the live stock was not in ths 
m arket, consequently 
the prices of 
meat had to he high. 
H e claimed tha* 
there w ere not enough tillers of the 
-oil a s com pared to the population 
The "no m eat" pledge would have no 
effect on the packer as the foreign 
trade would consum e the surplus that 
was caused by the signers. 
The price 
of meat will have to be high as the 
price of grain is very high and this 
is partially caused, he thought, 
by 
gam bling. He suggested that m ore i***»- 
pie go to the farm s, as farm ing was 
the best occupation for the working 
man 
John Kerr, of the Trades and Labor 
Assembly, then gave a few rem ark« 
on th e effect of this srike. 
He stated 
that only two parties would be hurt 
by the abstinence, they being the re 
taller and the producer. 
He spoke 'tt 
favor of union labor as a m ethod to 
get better wages 
Monroe H. Younger was the next* 
speaker 
Organized 
labor was the 
most ini|»ortunt thing as wages m ust 
becom e higher and this was t.h(> only 
way 
to deal with the em ployer, he 
said. 
The cost is n o t altogether with 
the retail m erchant; there is too much 
exporting. 
He suggested that a law 
be passed lim iting the length of sto r­ 
age as well as the in terest on t.he In­ 
vestm ent. thereby giving 
the 
con­ 
sum er the good« without these penal 
ties being tacked on, which w*-re no 
benefit to him. 
The farm er, he said, 
played a part In this high cost as they 
were thoroughly posted on th e city 
prices, being equipped with telephone* 
and daily papers.
